Thatcher's Death 


It's time for the left to grow up! 


Many on the left of the political spectrum like to think 
that they are sensible politicians, pursuing grown-up 
revolutionary policies. But, every now and then, the 
mask of respectability slips, and the idiot beneath is 
revealed. Such was the reaction to the news of the 
death of former Prime Minister, Margaret Thatcher. 

A “Revolutionary Socialist” Craig Parr, of West 
Norwood, organised the first “Thatcher’s Dead” party 
in Brixton, South London. About two dozen upper 
class misfits joined in to the bemusement of the locals. 
Craig was spotted displaying a “Rejoice Thatcher is 
Dead” placard. On the Internet, 45 year-old, self 
publicist, Romany Blythe, was encouraging other 
misfits to join her in a “Thatcher’s Dead” party to be 
held in London’s Trafalgar Square. Quite worrying is 
the fact that both Craig Parr and Romany Blythe are 
teachers, both working with vulnerable special needs 
children. Whether their hate-filled actions should 
disqualify them from teaching vulnerable children, is a 
question worth asking. These poor kids have enough 
problems without being guided in their formative years 
by a couple of hate-filled “nutters’. The SWP were 
unusually slow to jump on the bandwagon, perhaps 
senior members were busy lusting after young girls, 
but by the time of the Trafalgar Square demo, they 
had clicked into gear. Thousands of posters and 
placards were produced, but heavy rain on the day 
persuaded all but a few hundred “partygoers” to stay at 
home. Just what impression this drunken, sopping wet 
mob of “revolutionaries” made on the hundreds of 
tourists and camera crews is not known, but certainly 


the cause of revolutionary socialism was_ not 
enhanced. The largest success in propaganda terms 
was to link the former Prime Minister’s death with a 
1930’s song from the children’s film, “The Wizard of 
Oz” entitled “The Wicked Witch is Dead”. This 
propaganda tactic was helped by the BBC who gave it 
national prominence. SWP activists, dressed as 
members of the film’s cast were spotted in Trafalgar 
Square. 
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On the day of Thatcher’s funeral, about 200 SWP 
demonstrators were effectively “kettled” near Ludgate 
Hill. As the coffin passed by, their infantile chants were 
drowned out by applause from the crowd. Finally, as a 
party of Falklands veterans from 3 Para made their 
way towards the SWP, the demonstrators quickly 
disbanded. Another battle lost.! 
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BROTHERS AT WAR! 


In years past, the Communist Party used to dominate the trade unions, 
often setting union agenda’s at Communist Party HQ. One union supremo, Jack Jones, also 


worked directly as a spy for Soviet Russia! 


But now most unions are nominally independent, although maintaining their links with the 
extreme-left through their quaintly named “political officers”. 
But now a row between one major union, Unite, and the miniscule, Communist Party of Great 


Britain, has become public. 


The row began back in January 2012, when 
the CPGB through their newspaper, Weekly 
Worker, published a_ story _ entitled, 
“Sovereign busworkers fight back”. 
The article reported on a trade dispute 
between London Sovereign Ltd, and their 
employees, most of whom were represented 
by the massive Unite trade union. 

Part of the article was extremely critical of 
the Unite fulltime official, Wayne King, who 
Weekly Worker accused of lying to his 
members on behalf of the employer, implying 
that Mr King was corrupt in his role as a 
union officer. 
Incredibly, Weekly 
Worker failed to 
check the sources 
of these allegations, 
all of which later 
proved to be 


unfounded. Now 
while many top 
Unite officers 


proudly display their 
political i 
preferences, with busts of Lenin, Marx and 
even Stalin in their offices, those that do 
maintain formal links with Communism, their 
support goes to the CPGB’s bitter rival, the 
Communist Party of Britain, publishers of the 
Morning Star newspaper. The CPB, were 
never likely to pass up an opportunity to 
humble their rivals, and a letter from 
Thompson solicitors, on behalf of Unite, 
landed on the desk of the Weekly Worker's 
editor. The letter threatened legal action, with 
expensive words like “defamation” being 
used! 

In the old days, the Communists would have 
picketed Unite’s Theobolds Road London 


Headquarters, possibly occupying the 
building like a parody of “The Storming of the 
Winter Palace”, a painting revered by some 
Unite officials. But no, this didn’t happen, 
instead the CPGB, the vanguard of the 
coming revolution, surrendered and issued 
an unreserved apology! 

But this was not enough. Their political rivals 
could smell blood, and were determined to 
spill as much of the CPGB’s blood as 
possible. Damages of £1000 were demanded 
and paid, but negotiations over Unite’s 
substantial legal costs are ongoing. 

The CPGB claim to have raised £3,500 
towards costs already, but have cheekily 
asked their members to go to their individual 
union branches’ to solicit donations. 


Somehow we can’t see Unite branches 


coming to the CPGB’s aid. But we shall 


see! 


THE MORNING STAR. NO SYMPATHY 
FOR THEIR CPGB RIVALS 
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ANOTHER ONE BITES THE DUST! 


The recriminations over the defamatory attacks on Unite trade union officer, Wayne King, have 
not just been confined to the Communist Party of Great Britain and its publication Weekly 
Worker. The Chairman of the little known, Grass Roots Left, Gerry Downing, has also had libel 
proceedings launched against him for his alleged part in the Wayne King smear, but that is not 


his only problem! 


Certainly it was unwise to upset the very 
union that you are a member of, and the very 
union that you would rely on to defend you 
against problems with your employer. 

Sadly, bus-driver Gerry Downing, now has a 
problem with his employer, Metroline Travel, 
who have dismissed him for “inappropriate 
behaviour towards members of the public’. 
As a union representative at Cricklewood, 
South London depot, Mr Downing boasts he 
has been “a thorn in the side” of his 
employers for over 20 years. 

His dismissal was a result of alleged 
confrontation with a passenger and a noisy 
child, and could, with trade union support, be 
fought at an Industrial Tribunal. But of course 
Gerry Downing’s problem is, having taken 
part in libellous behaviour against a Unite 
officer, the union now seems to ignoring his 
plea for help. 

In fact, he has written to the General- 
Secretary and the Executive council, both 
individually and collectively, but his letters 
have gone unanswered. 

But Brother Downing seems to have been on 
a “suicide mission” for a couple of years, 
ever since he launched Grassroots Left. 

The faction, initially only open to Unite 
members, had a platform of “wrestling control 
from union executives, and running the union 
as a cooperative”. National officials would be 
paid more in line with the average earnings 
of their members, instead of the £100,000 
plus pay packages they currently enjoy. 

Not measures that would endear one to his 
union bosses! 

Brother Downing also campaigned vigorously 
for Jerry Hicks to become the next General- 
Secretary of Unite, only to see him beaten by 
the favourite, “Red” Len Mc Cluskey.

Midlands region, South Central Branch, 
London Region, Eastern Region, London 
North-West Region and the Cambridge Mail 
Centre. Six separate ads, all paid for out of 
the union dues of ordinary postmen and 
postwomen!

Perhaps the most surprising advertiser was 
the giant Unite union, led by Len McCluskey. 
In the recent election for the lucrative 
General-Secretary’s position, McCluskey was 
challenged by Jerry Hicks, and Jerry Hicks 
was endorsed by the Socialist Workers 
Party! Yet this didn’t stop thirteen separate 
ads appearing under the name of Unite 
branches and regions, including a half page 
ad purchased by the Unite Housing Workers 
Branch, proclaiming “In solidarity with the 
Socialist Workers Party” 

Ruth Hayes and Julian Vaughan, Branch 
Secretary and Branch Chairman of the Legal 
and Advice Workers Branch of Unite 
(LE/785) headed their ad with the words, 
“May Day Greetings to all Socialist 
Worker readers”.

we ; HEMSELVES (AGAIN) 


The murder of Drummer Lee Rigby by 
Muslim extremists drew condemnation from 
all sections of British society including 
moderate Muslims. But the horrific nature of 
the murder, and the desperate efforts by the 
police and government officials to defray any 
blame on the larger Islamic community, gave 
the perfect opportunity for nationalist parties 
and groups to reinforce their opposition to 
what they describe as the, Islamisation of 
Britain. 

With massive public support, various groups 
including the English Defence League, BNP, 
National Front and others, attended wreath 
laying ceremonies throughout the country, 
and organised small gatherings to 
demonstrate their abhorrence over the death 
of Lee Rigby and to condemn Islam in the 
widest terms. 

Because of the strength of public support, 
most left-wing groups did their best to simply 
ignore the nationalists and their activities, but 
not the SWP/UAF. 

In Oxford, the UAF could not resist trying to 
disrupt a wreath laying ceremony in memory 
of Lee Rigby, by the English Defence 
League. Their disruption was witnessed by 
the Deputy Mayor of Oxford, Liberal 
Democrat, Tony Brett. Mr Brett condemned 
the UAF saying they “jeered” at people and 
“floral tributes were squashed and badly 
damaged”. Not the type of behaviour you 
expect at the city’s War Memorial. In London, 
a BNP demonstration called to protest 
against what they saw as the government’s 
failure to tackle Islamic extremism was 
organised for a quiet Saturday in Whitehall. If 
the SWP/UAF had ignored the event, media 
coverage would have been light. But instead, 
UAF organised its stormtroopers. A few 
scuffles with EDL activists broke out before 
police moved in. The result was massive 
media coverage, with news_ reporters 
updating the number of UAF arrests every 30 
minutes. The final total was 58.

ENQUIRIES 


The nationalists received sympathetic news 
coverage throughout the afternoon. 

Nick Griffin was interviewed against a 
backdrop of masked UAF thugs fighting with 
the police, and Tommy Robinson gave a 
stirring speech to his EDL faithful. 

In the scuffles, UAF activist, Amy Jowett, a 
teacher, sustained a serious compound 
fracture of her leg. 

All in all a great day for the nationalists, and 
total failure for UAF. Will they ever learn?

NEW SWP STICKERS? 


The bitterness within the party has recently 
increased as more details emerge of the original 
rape allegation. Women are increasingly leaving 
the party after it was revealed that the girl who 
reported that she had been raped by a middle- 


aged senior member was only 17 years-old 
when the rape occurred! 


The alleged rapist is widely believed to be former 
SWP General-Secretary, Martin Smith. 


Now the party has been further damaged by 
allegations that the SWP’s “Kangaroo court” 
system, the Disputes Committee, which was 
comprised of several friends of the accused, and 
duly delivered the “not proven” verdict, has 
“investigated” NINE other rape allegations within 
the party. Of the nine allegations, the “Kangaroo 
court” found only two allegations “proven”. Both 
men were only minor members of the party, and 
the Disputes Committee sentenced one rapist to 
suspension from the party for two years, and the 
other was expelled from the party. 

Not exactly up to Old Bailey standards! 


It has also emerged that SWP members who 
choose to go to the police rather than use the 
party's internal complaints procedure are 
expelled from the party. A measure that sounds 


more like North Korea than democratic Britain! 
An “emergency” conference called by the party's 
ruling Central Committee at Hammersmith Town 
Hall a few weeks ago, was intended to be a vote 
of confidence in the ruling body, but instead 
created more division in the party.

. The Soviet-style Central Committee won the 
vote of confidence by 483 votes to 133, but their 
attempts to influence the vote by excluding over 
500 delegates from voting, was so apparent 
that even some CC supporters were disgusted at 
the tactic.

15 or 20 times. Blackman denied 
the charges. After a week long 
trial, Blackman was found not 
guilty. In evidence, it was revealed 
that the campers spent much of 
their time drinking excessively, 
smoking drugs and having casual 
sex with other campers.
